Farmers of Adams county are be­ 
coming alarmed over the protracted 
rainy season which has characterized 
the month of May. 
With the month more than half 
gone, very few farmers have oats 
planted, little ground has been plow’ed 
and worked for the planting of corn, 
hay and clover. 
They have been re- 
tarted 
by 
the 
unseasonably 
cool 
weather which has accompanied the 
precipitation. 
Few 
truck 
patches 
have been set out and winter wheat 
is beginning 
\ < turn yellow from an 
over-abundance of moisture. 
Not in a dozen years, according to 
some farmers, has the spring farm 
work been so delayed as it has been 
I his 
year. 
Some of the agricul­ 
turalists recalled that about twelve 
years ago a condition similar in many 
respects to the present period of rains 
and cloudy weather prevailed. 
Ground Unsuitable 
Not in recent years have farmers 
of the county 1mm*n h'dd back in the 
planting of oat and coin as they have 
been this spring. 
Some have come 
to the conclusion that it will soon be 
too late to plant either oats or corn. 
Whib* oats is not one of the county’s 
largest crops, much of this grain was 
to have been planter! this spring ow­ 
ing to the super-abundance of corn t 
last year 


| 
Corn is always a heavy crop in the 
county and about the usual amount 
was to have been planted. 
Scarcely 
any farmers have found the ground 
suitable for plowing, one of the first 
prerequisites in the planting of corn. 
After the plowing comes harrowing, 
rolling and finally the setting out of 
the corn. 
Unless corn is planted soon, farm­ 
ers fear they will be unable to cul­ 
tivate it properly next fall and that 
early frosts might play havoc with 
the crop unless growing conditions 
are ideal through the summer. Many 
farmers were unable to get in all of 
their crop corn last fall. 
Wheat Turns Yellow 
Ordinarily some rain in April and 
May helps the grass crop, hut too 
much rain, farmers say, has fallen to 
benefit the hay or clover, and cool 
weather has greatly retarded their] 
growth. 
Winter w heat in some low places 
has been completely drowned out, ■ 
while on other farms, located on high­ 
er ground, the wheat is beginning to: 
show yellow discoloration from exces-t 
sive moisture. 
This, it is claimed, 
will mitigate against a large crop. 
Homo gardens and truck patches 
have been so wet that it has been1 
unable to work them and plant the 
vegetables which supply many tables j 
in Gettysburg and Adams county.

With two deaths already reported 
and four additional homes quarantined 
by Erie 
DeardorfT, 
borough health 
officer, physicians are planning to 
combat what gives evidence of being 
an epidemic of diphtheria. 
The home of Mr. and Mrs. Peter 
McIntyre, 
Chambersburg 
street, 
where two sisters, Mildred, 14, and 
Evelyn, 9, have contracted diphtheria, 
was quarantined today. Tho homos of 
Mr. and Mrs. John C. 
Irvin, 
West 
Middle street, and Harry Swain, West 
Breckenridge 
street, also were pla­ 
carded recently by the health officer. 
'Addle Irvin, aged about 9 years, and 
Mrs. Harry Swain are ill with the 
malady. 
All four patients are reported to be 
passing through the most serious 
period of the disease and are very 
sick, but, barring complications, all 
are expected to recover. 
Nine Cases Recently 
Dorothy Miller and Richard Culp, 
two young children, succumbed re­ 
cently to diphtheria. 
The Culp fam­ 
ily lives on Steinwehr avenue, extend­ 
ed, outside the borough limits, and 
that case was reported to Miss Kale 
Briel, one of the county health offi­ 
cers.

The strict quarantine rules, imposed 
on families in which there is diph-, 
therm, will he rigidly enforced while 
the present danger of an epidemic 
threatens, Mr. DeardorfT said. 
lr Re Inoculation 
Physicians arc urging that children 
and grownups, suffering with 
sore 
throats, consult their family doctors; 
at once so that diphtheria anti-toxin 
may lie administered while the disease, 
is in its infancy and when the serum 
has an opportunity to help combat J 
the ill ness. Physicians point out that; 
gieat danger lurks in eases in which 
medical aid is not enlisted as soon as, 
the disease becomes apparent. 
Health Officer DeardorfT said sev-i 
eral homes are now quarantined for 
chickenpox, a 
disease 
prevalent in j 
young children, and that others arej 
ill with the malady but have not berm j 
reported to 
him. 
The 
quarantine 
period for chickenpox is 16 days but 
wage earners’ and school permits may 
be secured by members of the family 
who are not sick.

Search and Seizure 
Act 
ALso 
Voted Down bv Lower House; 
Vote Is *80 To 6.1. 


Springfield, 111., May 19.— (A P )— 
The House of Representatives yester­ 
day voted 80 to 63 to repeal the state 
laws enforcing the prohibition act, in­ 
cluding the search-and-seizure act. 
In the two-hour debate, which pre­ 
ceded the vote, prohibition was held 
partly to blame for agricultural de­ 
pression and charges made th at Fed­ 
eral enforcement officers 
had 
made 
much money out of prohibition. 
“If the so-called dry members of 
this house will vote as they drink this 
bill will get a OO per centi vote,” de­ 
clared 
Representative 
Thomas 
O’Grady, Chicago, after characteriz­ 
ing prohibition as “a joke.” 
Prohibi­ 
tion, he m aintained, has taken from 
the grain grow er one of his principal 
m arkets, and thus is pfirtly responsible 
for the plight of the farm ers. 
“Federal enforcem ent officers,” said 
Representative Thuman A. Snell, of 
Carlinville, “are for 
prohibition 
be­ 
cause they are Viaking money from An­ 
drew Mellon down. 
They have made 
more money out of prohibition than 
they ever did out of anything else.” 
The House previously had shown its 
stand on the question when it passed 
a resolution several weeks ago asking 
Congress to call a national convention 
to consider the repeal of the Volstead 
law.
